Howe gets bail 
pending appeal 


Decision. Suspended 
lawyer convicted of 
sexual assault is released 
after 15 days behind bars 


Suspended Halifax lawyer Lyle 
Howe has been released from 
prison pending an appeal of 
his sexual-assault conviction, 
which his defence lawyer says 
will likely take place next year. 

In the Nova Scotia Court 
of Appeal Thursday, Justice J. 
Edward Scanlan granted the 
application to release Howe on 
bail with conditions, stating the 
application was not “frivolous” 
and the Crown did not oppose 
the release. 

When asked by reporters if 
the day was a successful one, 
Howe’s lawyer, Phil Star, said, 
“Veiy much so.” 

In court, Scanlan pointed 
out it was unusual that a mo¬ 
tion of direction had not been 
filed suggesting dates for the 
appeal hearing, but Star said 
because there’s “co-counsel in¬ 
volved” — Brian Greenspan of

Toronto — he needed to find 
out when Greenspan was avail¬ 
able. 

Scanlan instructed the de¬ 
fence to file its motion on or 
before Aug. 27. 

Star said Howe’s conditions 
are that he must remain in 
Nova Scotia unless travelling 
to Toronto to see Greenspan, 
be under a curfew unless in the 
company of one his sureties, 
have no contact with certain 
individuals and return to cus¬ 
tody the day before his appeal 
is heard. 

Crown attorney Mark Scott 


said he did not oppose Howe’s 
release because he was satisfied 
Howe’s detention was “not re¬ 
quired in the public interest.” 

On July 30, Howe was given 
a three-year prison sentence 
when a juiy found him guilty 
in May of sexually assaulting a 
19-year-old woman. 

Scott said Howe is not a 
flight risk because of his roots 
in the community, and noted 
there were no breaches or fail¬ 
ure to appear throughout the 
court process. 

Howe’s request for bail 
wasn’t “frivolous” because 
Scott said his appeal is based 
on the “arguable” issue put 
forward by Star that a defence 
of “honest but mistaken belief 
in consent” should be put to a 
juiy, and not just the issue of 
consent, which Howe’s original 
trial revolved around. 

However, Scott said the fact 
that the Crown acknowledged 
there was an arguable issue has 
nothing to do with the overall 
success of the appeal, or wheth¬ 
er they agree the “honest but 
mistaken” defence should be 
heard by a juiy. haley ryan/metro

Lottery 'loser.' Urges 
insurance, plans to 
copy and hide tickets 
after losing hundreds

The owner of a Dartmouth 
Kwik-Way plans on changing 
his luck after his lotteiy tickets 
were stolen for the second time 


in eight months. 

Vijay Agnihotri said his 
store on Windmill Road had 
been open for a short time on 
Thursday morning when he 
realized the tray of lotteiy tick¬ 
ets had been taken while he 
was not looking. 

He went to the pawn shop 
next door to check their surveil¬ 
lance video and reported the 
robbeiy after the tape showed 
a man leaving with the tickets. 

“Nobody can do anything,” 
Agnihotri said. “Even if you 
catch him you are (likely) not 


able to find the tickets.” 

Agnihotri said the robbeiy 
will cost him about $700, while

eight months ago someone 
stole $200 worth of tickets. 

“This action has happened 
to four or five stores in my 
area,” he said. “So they should 
have some insurance system.” 

Atlantic Lotteiy Corporation 
spokeswoman Carla Bourque 
said their retailer policy agree¬ 
ment states the tickets become 
the responsibility of a retailer 
once they are bought. 

Tickets that have been acti¬ 
vated for sale can be traced if 
a store owner reports the date 
and number of his ticket pack¬ 


age, Bourque said. She could 
not comment on whether ALC 
has discussed insurance for 
business owners. 

“I would assume that would 
be a major decision should we 
choose to do so,” she said. 

The next time he gets lot¬ 
teiy tickets, Agnihotri said he 
will place photocopies of the 
tickets on the counter or have 
one of each ticket on display 
and keep the others with him. 

“I have to do it because I’m 
losing. I’m the loser,” Agnihotri 
said.

Province cites 27 
serious events at 
hospitals this year 

The Nova Scotia Health 
Department says there 
were 27 serious medical 
events at the province’s 
hospitals in the first six 
months of 2014. 

Of those, 21 resulted 
in adverse health effects 
leading to death or 
serious disability while a 
patient was being cared 
for. 

The numbers include 
three patients who either 
died or were injured as 
the result of a fall and 
five people who died or 
suffered injuiy resulting 
from a suicide attempt 
while being cared for in 
hospital.

A man convicted in the case of 
a Nova Scotia teen who was kid¬ 
napped, chained and sexually 
assaulted, has died in a Nova 
Scotia prison. 

Spokeswoman Shannon 
Oiclde of Springhill Institution 
says John Leonard MacKean, 65, 
died of natural causes on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

MacKean began serving a 
two-year sentence on June 24 
for sexual assault and for com¬ 
municating for the purpose of 
obtaining sexual services from 
a person under 18. 

The Correctional Service of 
Canada says it will review the 
circumstances of his death, 
which has been reported to the 
police and the coroner. The Cor¬ 
rectional Service says in a news 
release that all cases involving 
the deaths of inmates are the 
subject of a review and notifica¬ 
tion is always given to the po¬ 
lice and the coroner. 

MacKean was sentenced for 
sexually assaulting a 16-year- 
old boy, who testified he was 
blindfolded and chained to a 
bed during the ordeal. 

The Lower Sackville man 
was also sentenced to three 
years’ probation. 


Police in Cape Breton have 
found a 15-year-old girl who 
hadn’t been seen in over a 
week. 

Tessa Marie MacDonald of 
New Waterford had been last 
seen leaving her home on Rip¬ 
ley Street on the night of Aug. 3. 

She didn’t return home 
when she was expected to and 



Another man accused in the 
case was sentenced last year to 
11 years in prison. David James 
LeBlanc pleaded guilty to kid¬ 
napping, forcible confinement, 
sexual assault, uttering threats 
and breach of conditions. 

In court, Crown attorney 
Lloyd Tancoclc said MacKean 
did nothing to assist the fright¬ 
ened young man, who testified 
he was held for eight days at a 
cabin in Upper Chelsea, about 
130 kilometres southwest of 
Halifax, the Canadian press 


was reported missing to police 
by her family, who had been 
unable to locate her. 

On Thursday, one day after 
announcing the missing-per¬ 
sons case, police announced 
that MacDonald was located 
safe and sound. 

No other details were pro¬ 
vided. METRO 


A Prince Edward Island busi¬ 
nessman has been sentenced 
to 28 months in prison for sex¬ 
ually assaulting a four-year-old 
Dartmouth girl more than 20 
years ago. 

Justice Patrick Murray 
of the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court said he hoped to send a 
strong message of deterrence 
in sentencing Stephen Nicholas 


Taweel, 55. 

“I have found the ser¬ 
iousness of the offence and 
(Taweel’s) degree of responsibil¬ 
ity warrant a federal term in 
prison,” Murray said. 

The Crown had recom¬ 
mended a sentence of three 
to four years in prison, citing 
Taweel’s persistence and pos¬ 
ition of authority as aggravat¬ 
ing factors in the offence. 

“Sexual violence against 
children and young people de¬ 
serves a strong response from 
the court,” Crown attorney 
Scott Morrison said outside 
court. “Today, Justice Murray 
delivered that strong message.” 

Defence lawyer Mark Knox 


had argued for a conditional 
sentence, pointing to Taweel’s 
lack of a criminal record and 
his strong standing in the com¬ 
munity. 

A pre-sentence report pro¬ 
vided to the court contained 
28 letters of reference from 
Taweel’s family and friends, as 
well as members of the Char¬ 
lottetown business community, 

An assessment concluded 
Taweel was at low risk to re¬ 
offend. 

Morrison told the court the 
victim’s life has been destroyed. 

“He (Taweel) showed com¬ 
plete disregard for the victim’s 
dignity and sexual autonomy. 
He destroyed her life for little

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Veteran still fights for service dog access 


Retired Capt. Medric 
Cousineau. Long Walk 
to Sanity may be over, 
but there’s more work 
to be done for those

One year ago, Retired Capt. 
Medric Cousineau was just a 
guy taking his dog for a walk — 
a really, really long walk. 

Today, the retired Air Force 
navigator is still on the move, 
criss-crossing the countiy to 
maintain the public awareness 
and fundraising efforts for ser¬ 
vice dogs, started by his Long 
Walk to Sanity from Halifax to 
Ottawa last year. 

“A lot of stuff’s happened in 
a year,” said Cousineau during 
a coffee break in Halifax this 
week, service dog Thai lying 
quietly at his feet. “Federally, 
provincially, municipally... 
we’re connecting with veterans 
and helping them. And it has

been so successful.” 

Service dogs aren’t a recog¬ 
nized form of treatment and so 
don’t qualify for federal govern¬ 
ment funding. 

However, since last sum¬ 
mer, a lot has changed. In May, 
Veterans Affairs Minister Julian 
Fantino announced a two-year 
pilot study of service dogs and 
their impact on the treatment 
ofPTSD. 

In Nova Scotia, Cousineau 
is working with the provincial 
government to ensure that a 
person with invisible disabil¬ 
ities who uses a service dog re¬ 
ceives the same protection as a 
blind person using a guide dog. 

“Both of us are disabled 
Nova Scotians. Both live with 
a thing called a disability tax 
certificate, and both of us are 
treated differently,” he said. “So 
they’re working on it.” 

Cousineau’s political activ¬ 
ism has helped increase pub¬ 



lic awareness, and growing 
numbers of veterans are reach¬ 
ing out to Cousineau’s organ¬ 
ization, Paws Fur Thought, for 
help. 

Thirty people have been 
matched with their fuzzy-faced 
miracle workers in the last 
year. Breeders in Canada and 
the U.S. have donated puppies 
for training, and trainers are 
stepping up to prepare both 
dogs and people for their new 
lives together. 

“Not eveiybody is comfort¬ 
able once they understand 
what’s entailed in getting a 
service dog,” said Cousineau. 
“Are you comfortable being the 
centre of attention in public? 
You’re the only guy in Walmart 
with a dog; you tend to get a lot 
of questions.” 

People and businesses have 
been generous with their dol¬ 
lars, but Cousineau says he 
needs corporate sponsorship to 
help the thousands more still 
in need. 

“As fast as I can raise the 
money, I can start more dogs 
into the process... because the 
need is huge,” he said, adding 
that 99 cents of eveiy dollar is 
devoted to the cost of acquiring 
and training dogs.

A potentially deadly drive 
was averted this morning on 
Highway 104 outside Oxford, 
thanks to the quick think¬ 
ing of a hazardous material 
driver. 

At 7:56 a.m. on Thursday, 
Cumberland RCMP were 
notified of a transport truck 
carrying a full tank of highly 
volatile liquid oxygen on fire 
on Exit 7 in the eastbound 
lane. 

“On route, we stopped 
traffic back a kilometre from 
the scene,” said Const. Travise 
Dow. “All we could secure was 
in the front.” 

The Oxford Fire Depart¬ 
ment, paramedics and the De¬ 
partment of Transportation 



were also called to the scene. 
The emergency responders 
found the hazardous load de¬ 
tached and sitting about 150 


feet away from the flaming 
vehicle. 

“Forty-six metres, to be 
precise,” Dow said. “The driv¬ 


er did a fantastic job.” 

When the truck cab began 
to fill with smoke, the driver 
— who would reveal only his 


first name, Jonathan — took 
the exit, unhooked the trailer 
and then entered the smoke- 
filled truck and drove it away

“I still don’t know what to 
think,” Jonathan said. 

“My biggest thing since I 
started hauling this stuff is to 
think of it as a live grenade. 
For this to happen, I’m happy 
it happened in the best loca¬ 
tion, with an off-ramp right 
there to get it away from traf¬ 
fic.” 

Traffic that morning was 
normal for the 104, Dow said, 
and Jonathan’s quick think¬ 
ing helped minimize the 
threat to public safety. 

“The driver took protect¬ 
ive measures to minimize the 
damage to the surrounding 
area and the public,” Dow 
said. “He did a great job.”

StatsCan survey. Study 
reveals l in 13 women 
in the Canadian Forces 
has experienced some 
sort of sexual assault

One in 13 female full-time 
members of the Canadian 
Forces has been sexually as¬ 
saulted during military ser¬ 
vice, Statistics Canada has 
found. 

The statistics agency sur¬ 
veyed 6,700 full-time regular 
members of the Forces, with 
a proportional percentage of 
women and men to the mil- 
itaiy enrolment figures, from 
April to August 2013. 

Of the women surveyed, 

7.6 per cent said they had 
been sexually assaulted 
“while either deployed on 
Canadian Forces operation, 
at a Canadian Forces Work¬ 
place or by a Canadian Forces 
member or civilian Depart¬ 
ment of National Defence 
employee.” 

The figure jumped to 

15.6 per cent when includ¬ 
ing women who reported 
they’d been touched sexually 
against their will — also in

the course of their service in 
the militaiy. 

Respondents were in¬ 
structed that “sexual assault” 
was defined for the survey 
as “someone forcing you or 
attempting to force you into 
any unwanted sexual activ¬ 
ity, by threatening you, hold¬ 
ing you down or hurting you 
in some way.” 

The other category, “un¬ 
wanted sexual touching,” 
was defined as “unwanted 
touching or grabbing, kissing 
or fondling.” 

Of the men surveyed, 
about 0.2 per cent said they’d 
been sexually assaulted in 
connection with their work 
in the military. However, Sta¬ 
tistics Canada cautions that 
that number is low enough to 
be at risk of sampling error. 

When including the num¬ 
ber of men who said they’d 
experienced unwanted sex¬ 
ual touching, the number 
rises to 0.8 per cent — which

would translate to about 500 
of the forces’ 55,500 male sol¬ 
diers. That number is statis¬ 
tically valid, according to the 
statistics agency. 

The Canadian Forces Men¬ 
tal Health Survey 2013 was 
conducted by Statistics Can¬ 
ada in conjunction with the 
Department of National De¬ 
fence. It surveyed currently 
serving members only, and 
would not have included 
anyone who was sexually as¬ 
saulted and left the military 
before the survey was con¬ 
ducted. 

The survey covered many 
aspects of mental health and 
trauma. Some results con¬ 
cerning mental health and 
alcohol use were publicly 
released this week. A section 
on military sexual trauma 
was also included in the 
questionnaire. 

Metro requested and re¬ 
ceived a breakdown of the 
sexual trauma results.

University of Ottawa PhD 
candidate Ashley Biclcerton 
is studying militaiy sexual 
assaults. Biclcerton said the 
sexual trauma data was wel¬ 
come, but criticized the def¬ 
inition of sexual assault used 
in the survey because most 
people — and the law — con¬ 
sider “unwanted touching 
or grabbing, kissing or fond¬ 
ling” to be sexual assault. 

According to Statistics 
Canada, that definition was 
used because it was consist¬ 
ent with surveys done in the 
past and would produce com¬ 
parable results. 

Retired justice Marie Des- 
champs is conducting an 
external review into sexual 
assault policy and proced¬ 
ures, training and culture 
in the Canadian Forces. The 
results of that review are 
expected next spring.

The Department of Nation¬ 
al Defence made psych¬ 
iatrist and mental health 
adviser to the Canadian 
Forces command Col. 
Ralcesh Jetly available for 
an interview with Metro. 

Ralcesh said statistics 
were gathered as part of 
a large survey on mental 
health meant to help the 
militaiy better understand 
the “burden and the im¬ 
pact of mental illness” and 
trauma for its members. 
DND has not yet analyzed 
the sexual trauma data and 
had not yet seen it until 
asked about it by Metro. 

Some analysis of the 
data will be presented in 
November, he said. 

“We’ve asked about 
different kinds of trauma, 
sexual trauma is one type 
of trauma — because we 
want to see, first of all, 
how often does it occur 
and we want to see its re¬ 
lationship to the illnesses,” 
he said. 

“As a senior officer in 
the Canadian Forces, it’s 
concerning to see numbers 

— it almost doesn’t matter 
what the numbers are 

— it’s disturbing ... that 
sexual trauma within our 
workplace does occur.” 

Ralcesh couldn’t specu¬ 
late on why the numbers 
are as high as they are, 
what they say about the 
militaiy’s culture, the use 
of militaiy over civilian 
police to investigate, or 
whether new female re¬ 
cruits would be informed 
of the new statistics.

Robocalls scandal 

Michael Sona's 'apparent 
arrogance and self- 
importance’ were his 
downfall, judge says 


Michael Sona fell victim to his 
own “apparent arrogance and 
self-importance,” a judge said 
Thursday as he convicted the 
former Conservative staffer of 
using automated phone calls 
to misdirect voters in the 2011 
federal election. 

But in passing judgment, Su¬ 
perior Court Justice Gary Hearn 
added his voice to a growing 
chorus of those who believe the 
so-called robocalls affair was 
not the work of a single rogue 
operator acting alone. 

Sona, 25, the only one ever 
to be charged in the case, hung 
his head in the Guelph, Ont., 
courtroom. 

The judge rejected the in¬ 
consistent and “largely self- 
serving” testimony of the 


Crown’s star witness, Andrew 
Prescott, who held out for an 
immunity deal before agree¬ 
ing to testify against his former 
friend and colleague. 

Much more credible, said 


Hearn, were the other wit¬ 
nesses: young Conservative 
employees who described how 
Sona eagerly bragged about an 
elaborate plan to stymie Liberal 
voters, one he likened to the TV 


action-drama 24. 

In their closing arguments, 
both the defence and Crown 
said they believe more than 
one person hatched the plot — 
a conspiratorial note that has

By now, the saga of the 
Guelph robocalls is well 
known.

long pervaded the robocalls 
narrative. 

“Although the evidence 
indicates he did not likely act 
alone, (Sona) was a party to the 
offence,” he said. “I’m also frilly 


satisfied that he did so with 
clear intention to prevent and 
endeavour to prevent the elec¬ 
torate from voting.” 

“The balance of the evi¬ 
dence which I do accept is suf¬ 
ficient to establish beyond a 
reasonable doubt that Mr. Sona 
is guilty,” Hearn said. Sona’s 
“apparent arrogance and self- 
importance” were his downfall, 
he added. 

Sona, who faces a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison 
and a $5,000 fine, returns to 
court for a sentencing hearing 
on Oct. 17, at which point “we’ll 
be making veiy forceful sub¬ 
missions on sentencing,” said 
Crown attorney Croft Michael- 
son — a warning, perhaps, to 
political operatives of all stripes 
watching in Ottawa. 

Conservative party spokes¬ 
man Coiy Hann was quick to 
react to the verdict, issuing a 
statement within minutes of 
the decision. “As we’ve said all 
along, the Conservative party 
ran a clean and ethical cam¬ 
paign,” he said, the Canadian press

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Police clash with protesters 
days after black teen killed 


Ferguson, Mo. Residents 
complained of heavy- 
handed police presence 


Police used tear gas and smoke 
bombs to repel crowds who 
threw Molotov cocktails dur¬ 
ing another violent night on 
the streets of a St. Louis suburb 
in the wake of Saturday’s fatal 
shooting of unarmed 18-year- 
old Michael Brown. 

Hours earlier, the police 
chief had said race relations 
were the top priority in the 
town, where a white police 
officer fatally shot the black 
teen. Authorities have vowed 
to reach across the racial, eco¬ 
nomic and generational divide 
in a community in search of 
answers. 

In the streets of Ferguson, 
though, the polite dialogue 
heard at community forums 
and news conferences is no¬ 
where to be found. 


Instead, officers from mul¬ 
tiple departments in riot gear 
and in militaiy equipment 
have clashed nightly with pro¬ 
testers, who chant, “Hands up, 
don’t shoot.” Wednesday saw 
more tense confrontations and 
further volleys of tear gas from 
police — this time paired with 
smoke bombs in response to 
flaming projectiles and other 
objects lobbed from the crowd. 
Protesters faced heavily armed 
police who at times trained 
weapons on them from ar¬ 
moured trucks. 

Two reporters said they were 
detained by police for not clear¬ 
ing out quickly enough from a 
McDonald’s where they were 
working, near the protests but 
away from the more volatile 
areas. The two, who work for 
The Washington Post and The 
Huffington Post, respectively, 
were released without any 
charges. Both say they were as¬ 
saulted but not seriously hurt.

Brazil Presidential race 
changes after plane crash 
kills top contender 


Brazil’s political landscape was 
being redrawn Thursday, a day 
after a small plane crash killed 
a top presidential candidate less 
than two months before the 
election. 

The death of politician Ed¬ 
uardo Campos in a plane that 
smashed into a white-collar 
neighbourhood in the port city 
of Santos is reshuffling the can¬ 
didates and voter preferences, 
and could further complicate 
president Dilma Rousseff’s re- 
election, analysts say. 

Political observers say Cam¬ 


pos’ socialist party is expected 
to declare his running mate 
Marina Silva, one of the coun¬ 
try’s most popular politicians, 
as its presidential candidate in 
the coming days. 

“If she runs, it becomes 
a more competitive race. It 
increases the likelihood of a 
runoff happening,” said Joao 
Augusto de Castro Neves, Latin 
America director for the Eur¬ 
asia Group consulting firm. “It 
would be a pretty close race to 
see who is going to be the run¬ 
ner Up.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

The states of 
Michigan, Nebraska, Mary¬ 
land and New Jersey also 
were hammered by rainfall. 

“It’s not just how much 
rain fell, it’s how fast it fell,” 
AccuWeather senior meteor¬ 
ologist Jack Boston said, call¬ 
ing the storm a once every 50 
years event. “We’re talking 
about billions and billions of 
gallons of water and it all has 
to go somewhere.”

Myanmar salvage team 
dives for massive old bell 


Divers attached to safety 
ropes plunged into wat¬ 
ers south of Myanmar’s old 
capital, Yangon, as part of 
renewed efforts to retrieve 
a bronze bell that has been 
lying for centuries at the con¬ 
fluence of three rivers. 

The 270-ton bell, believed 
one of the largest ever cast, 
was made on the order of 
King Dhammazedi in 1476 
and donated to Shwedagon 
pagoda. In the early 1600s, 
it was stolen by Portuguese 
despot Philip de Brito, but his 
rickety vessel sank where the 
Yangon and Bago rivers meet 


the Pazundaung creek. 

Private and foreign groups 
have for years tried to retrieve 
the historic treasure, believed 
to be buried deep beneath 
heavy silt. They have been de¬ 
terred in part by murky wat¬ 
ers and torrential currents. 

The salvage team conists 
of about 70 people, including 
10 divers from the countiy’s 
Myeilc archipelago, famous 
for their ability to dive with¬ 
out external breathing equip¬ 
ment. 

The project will last up 
to 45 days and cost up to 
$200,000. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Marijuana. B.C. 
Appeals court rules 
medical pot can be 
used in oils, cookies 
and teas following 
constitution ruling 


British Columbia’s high¬ 
est court is green-lighting 
medical marijuana in every¬ 
thing from oils and cookies 
to teas in a ruling that finds 
federal health laws limiting 
weed consumption to the 
dried variety is unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

The B.C. Appeal Court 
released its 2-1 decision 
on Thursday stating that 
medical marijuana access 
regulations infringe on the 
charter rights of people re¬ 
quiring other forms of can¬ 
nabis to treat illnesses. 

The ruling upheld a 
decision by a lower court 
judge over the case of Owen 
Smith, a Victoria man who 


was charged in 2009 with 
possession for trafficking of 
THC — marijuana’s active 
compound — while work¬ 
ing as head baker for the 
Cannabis Buyers Club of 
Canada. 

Smith challenged the law 
by arguing some patients 
want to consume their ma¬ 
rijuana medicine in butters, 
brownies, cookies and teas, 
claiming the right to ad¬ 
minister the drug in other 
forms is fundamental. 

His lawyer Kirk Tousaw, 
who also represents other 
medical marijuana-related 
litigants, said his client is 
pleased the court will al¬ 
low patients to decide what 
mode of ingestion works 
best for their particular 
symptoms and conditions. 

“How many people out 
there really think that a 
critically and chronically 
ill member of their family 
shouldn’t be entitled to eat 
a medical marijuana cookie 
if that relieves their pain?” 
Tousaw said in an interview.

The Appeal Court ruled 
its judgement may be sus¬ 
pended for one year in or¬ 
der to allow parliament 
time to amend the regula¬ 
tions to ensure they are 
constitutional. 

Health Minister Rona 
Ambrose was not available 
for comment, although the 
Ministry said it is consid¬ 
ering its options.

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Amsterdam Dutch Santa 
sidekick to have makeover 


Amsterdam’s mayor and the 
organizers of a large children’s 
winter festival have unveiled 
plans to overhaul the image of 
“Black Pete” — the sidekick to 
the Dutch Santa Claus — after 
protests that the character ex¬ 
hibited racist elements. 

Mayor Eberhard van der 
Laan said Thursday that Pete’s 
appearance will be changed 
over several years from his cur¬ 
rent blackface to make him 
look like he has been merely 
covered with soot from going 
down chimneys. 

Black Pete has become the 
subject of protests in the Neth¬ 
erlands. Opponents say he is a 
caricature of an African slave 
carried over from colonial 
times, and is usually portrayed 
by white people wearing black¬ 


face makeup, bold red lipstick 
and frizzy Afro wigs. 

A large majority of the Neth¬ 
erlands’ mostly white popula¬ 
tion says Pete is a positive fig¬ 
ure and denies any racial insult. 

Last month an Amsterdam 
court agreed with findings by 
a Dutch discrimination that 
Black Pete’s look is offensive. 

In the Dutch tradition, Sin- 
terklaas arrives on a steamboat 
laden with gifts, accompanied 
by numerous Black Petes. More 
than 250,000 people attend 
the celebration in Amsterdam 
alone. 

Despite the regional influ¬ 
ence of Amsterdam, other 
towns, business and individ¬ 
uals may not want to change 
his look, the mayor said.

Subtle dissent 
in ravaged Gaza 


Liberian officials faced a dif¬ 
ficult choice Thursday: Decid¬ 
ing which handful of Ebola 
patients will receive an experi¬ 
mental drug that could prove 
life-saving, ineffective or even 
harmful. 

ZMapp, the untested Ebola 
drug, arrived in the West Afri¬ 
can country late Wednesday. 
A day later, no one had yet re¬ 
ceived the treatment, which 
officials said would go to three 
people. 

With more than 1,060 
deaths and 1,975 sickened, 
the Ebola outbreak is already 
the deadliest ever. And the 
World Health Organization 
said Thursday that there is evi¬ 
dence those figures may “vastly 
underestimate the magnitude 
of the outbreak.” 

The UN health agency said 
it was prepared for the crisis to 
continue for months. 

The outbreak has over¬ 
whelmed the already strained 
health systems in West Africa 
and raised questions about 
whether authorities are doing 
enough to respond. 

There is no licensed treat¬ 
ment for Ebola, a virus trans¬

fluids, so doctors have turned to 
the limited supply of untested 
drugs to treat some cases. 

The Liberian government 
had previously said two doc¬ 
tors would receive ZMapp, but 
it was unclear who else would.

Man removes 
flag linked to 
militants 

A man took down a black 
flag with Arabic letters 
he’s been flying outside his 
Garwood, N.J., home for 10 
years, after complaints arose 
on Twitter about its associa¬ 
tion with Islamic militants. 

Mark Dunaway told 
News 12 New Jersey that 
the flag says: “There is only 
one God. It is Allah. And the 
Prophet Muhammad is his 
messenger.” 

Dimaway said Muslims 
in America “face hatred,” 
but the Twitter comments 
were the first time he had 
ever heard complaints 
about the flag. He said his 
flag has nothing to do with 
the Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant group, which 
has adopted the banner as 
it fights in Iraq. 

Some neighbours were 
concerned that people want 
to bum the flag. 

“The comments people 
are making are more fright¬ 
ening than the flag he put 
up,” Diane Figueiredo said.

Reaction. Suffering 
and loss from latest 
war breeds discontent 
with Hamas among 
group of Palestinians 


The group of neighbours sur¬ 
veyed the destruction wreaked 
on their residential complex 
by Israeli bombardment, with 
building after building flat¬ 
tened or punctured by shells. 
The men then began to voice 
something almost never heard 
out loud in Gaza: Criticism of 
its Hamas rulers. 

Exhausted by a month of 
pounding by Israel’s militaiy — 
on top of seven years of stiffing 
closure of the tiny Mediterran¬ 
ean coastal strip — they ques¬ 
tioned Hamas’s handling of the 
crisis and the wisdom of repeat¬ 
edly going to war with Israel. 

“We do not want to be 
bombarded eveiy two or three 
years. We want to lead a good 
life: Sleep well, drink well and 
eat well,” said Ziad Rizlc, a 
37-year-old father of two, a ciga¬ 
rette dangling from his mouth. 
He stared at the damaged apart¬ 
ment building where he lived. 
His sofa and a blue baby car¬ 
riage were perched precarious¬ 
ly on a tilting concrete slab that 
was his floor. 

It is impossible to say how 
widespread such discontent is 
among Gaza’s 1.8 million resi¬ 
dents. Under Hamas rule, it’s 
rare and dangerous to share 
even as much as a hint of criti¬ 


cism of the government with 
outsiders. 

Still, the men’s boldness in 
voicing their opinions could be 
a telling sign that some Gaz¬ 
ans see Hamas as weakened. It 
points to how desperate many 
Gazans have become after the 
most ruinous of three bouts of 
major Hamas-Israel violence 
since the militant group over¬ 
ran the territoiy in 2007. More 
than 1,900 Palestinians have 
been killed, mostly civilians, 
nearly 10,000 wounded and 
some 250,000 displaced since 
fighting started July 8.

Significantly, a Hamas rally 
last week attracted 2,000 to 
3,000 people, a low number 
compared to its routinely mas¬ 
sive rallies, particularly consid¬ 
ering it was held at a time when 
the group is at war with Israel. 

Hamas has ruled with an 
iron fist since it took over Gaza, 
expelling the Western-backed 
Palestinian Authority. It does 
not tolerate dissent, detains crit¬ 
ics and carries out extrajudicial 
executions of alleged spies for 
Israel. It has filled government 
departments with loyalists and 
is particularly intolerant of any 
criticism of its handling of the 
conflict with Israel. It seeks 
to block unauthorized media 


coverage of its militaiy wing. 

The men who spoke with 
The Associated Press were all 
friends and neighbours who 
live in the Abraj al-Nada, or Al- 
Nada Towers, a collection of 
apartment buildings that was 
hit hard by Israeli airstrilces and 
tank shelling on July 17 in the 
Gaza district of Beit Lahiya. 

Their grumbling is in part 
bom from Gaza’s increasing 
economic hardship. Unemploy¬ 
ment runs at around 50 per 
cent. The Hamas government 
owes workers several months’ 
back pay. The seven-year block¬ 
ade by Israel and Egypt has 
choked businesses and jobs. 

“We have put up with a 
great deal. They take us to war, 
fire rockets on Israel from out¬ 
side our homes and invite de¬ 
struction to our homes. Fine, 
but now what?” said a teacher 
in his late 20s, who did not 
want to be named for fear of 
retaliation. 

“Does anyone in the govern¬ 
ment know what happened to 
us? Shouldn’t they come offer 
us help?” 

Rizlc said he had hoped 
government officials would be 
there to take details from resi¬ 
dents to offer assistance or fu¬ 
ture compensation. “But I have 
been wasting my time,” he said. 

Even as they shared their 
views, the men hedged their 
opinions. They never, for ex¬ 
ample, expressed a desire to see 
Hamas removed from power 
or abandon armed struggle 
against Israel. They have no 
love for Israel.

'Robin’s sobriety was 
intact, and he was brave 
as he struggled with his 
own battles,’ said his 
wife Susan Schneider 


Robin Williams was in the early 
stages of Parkinson’s disease at 
the time of his death, his wife 
said Thursday. 

In a statement, Susan 
Schneider said that Williams, 
63, was struggling with depres¬ 
sion, anxiety and the Parkin¬ 
son’s diagnosis when he died 
Monday in his Northern Cali¬ 
fornia home. Authorities said 
he committed suicide. 

“Robin’s sobriety was intact 
and he was brave as he strug¬ 
gled with his own battles of de¬ 
pression, anxiety as well as ear¬ 
ly stages of Parkinson’s disease, 
which he was not yet ready to 
share publicly,” Schneider said. 

The Marin County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department, which said 
Williams hanged himself, is 
conducting toxicology tests 
and interviews before issuing 
a final ruling. Lt. Keith Boyd of 
the Marin County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment did not return phone 
calls and email messages from 
The Associated Press seeking 


comment on Schneider’s state¬ 
ment. 

Williams’ death shocked 
fans and friends alike, despite 
his candour about decades of 
struggle with substance abuse 
and mental health. With Par¬ 
kinson’s, Williams faced shoul¬ 
dering yet another challenge. 

Parkinson’s disease is an 
incurable nervous system disor¬ 
der that involves a loss of brain 
cells controlling movement. 
Tremors, sometimes starting 
out in just one hand, are among 
the early symptoms. 

It can iso cause rigid, halt¬ 
ing walking, slowed speech and 
sometimes dementia. Symp¬ 
toms worsen over time and can 
often be treated with drugs. 

Actor Michael J. Fox, who 
has long had the disease and 
is known for his efforts to fund 
research into it, tweeted that he 
was stunned to learn Williams 
had early symptoms. 

Parkinson’s affects about 
1 million people across the U.S., 
6 million globally. The cause 
isn’t known but genes are 
thought to play a role. 

Schneider said that those 
who loved Williams are taking 
solace in the outpouring of af¬ 
fection and admiration for him.

Judge orders state 
government to pay 
$20K to inmate 
bound while giving 
birth in hospital 

Brazilian public defenders 
say a judge has ordered the 
Sao Paulo state government 
to pay more than $20,000 to 
a woman who had her hands 
and feet shackled while giv¬ 


ing birth in a hospital when 
she was a prison inmate. 

The Sao Paulo State 
Public Defender’s Office says 
in a statement the shackles 
violated the woman’s “hon¬ 
our and intimacy.” 

Paula Paulenas, a press 
officer with the public 
defender’s office, said that 
the former inmate was eight 
months pregnant when she 
was arrested in 2011. She did

Neurodegenerative 
disease. Computing 
giant is using ‘big 
data' in bid to improve 
research and treatment 


U.S. computing giant Intel 
recently announced it was 
joining an effort to battle 
Parkinson’s disease with 
new big data and wearable 
technologies to improve re¬ 
search and treatment. 

Intel said it would work 
with the Michael J. Fox 
Foundation for Parkin¬ 
son’s Research — created 
by the Back to the Future 
Canadian-American actor 
— on the effort to fight the 
neurodegenerative brain 
disease second only to 
Alzheimer’s in worldwide 
prevalence. 

The research will use “a 
new big data analytics plat¬ 
form that detects patterns 
in participant data col¬ 
lected from wearable tech¬ 
nologies used to monitor 
symptoms,” an Intel state¬ 
ment said.

• No credit checks 
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“This effort is an im¬ 
portant step in enabling 
researchers and physicians 
to measure progression of 
the disease and to speed 
progress toward break¬ 
throughs in drug develop¬ 
ment.” 

The statement added 
that by collecting and ana¬ 
lyzing data from thousands 
of individuals, such as slow¬ 
ness of movement, tremor 
and sleep quality, research¬ 
ers can get a better picture 
of the progression of the 
disease. 

The research will use 
wearables that “can un¬ 
obtrusively gather and 
transmit objective, experi¬ 
ential data in real time, 
24 hours a day, seven days 
a week,” according to the 
statement. 

“Nearly 200 years after 


Parkinson’s disease was 
first described by Dr. James 
Parkinson in 1817, we are 
still subjectively measuring 
Parkinson’s disease largely 
the same way doctors did 
then,” said Todd Sherer, the 
foundation’s chief execu¬ 
tive. 

“Data science and wear¬ 
able computing hold the 
potential to transform our 
ability to capture and ob¬ 
jectively measure patients’ 
actual experience of dis¬ 
ease, with unprecedented 
implications for Parkin¬ 
son’s drug development, 
diagnosis and treatment.” 

Robin Williams’ wife 
recently said that her hus¬ 
band was battling with the 
early stages of Parkinson’s 
at the time of his suicide.

Ridesharing 
service Uber 
banned 
in Berlin 

In this June 11 file photo, taxi 
drivers gather after a protest 
drive against the competition 
from Internet and mobile applica¬ 
tions designed for calling cabs, 
in Berlin, Germany. Berlin taxi 
drivers are now celebrating a 
decision by authorities to ban the 
ridesharing service Uber from 
operating in the city because of 
safety concerns. The company 
operates in four other German 
cities: Munich, Frankfurt, Ham¬ 
burg and Duesseldorf. In a decree 
Wednesday, Berlin authorities 
said they wouldn’t tolerate Uber 
putting customers at risk by 
allowing them to ride in cars that 
hadn’t been checked, and with 
drivers who weren’t vetted or 
properly insured. The argument 
echoes that of established cab 
companies who claim Uber's app- 
based services, which offer lim¬ 
ousines and pickups by private 
drivers, dodge rules that ordinary 
taxi firms have to abide by.

The Supreme Court of Canada 
will not hear an appeal from 
an Ontario farmer who has 
long championed the right to 
sell and drink unpasteurized 
milk, but he says “it’s not the 
end of the road.” 

The top court’s refusal to 
hear Michael Schmidt’s case 
means his 2011 convictions and 
$9,150 in fines, on 13 charges 
under the Health Protection and 
Promotion Act and the Milk Act, 
will stand. As is usual the court 
did not provide reasons. 


Schmidt will, however, con¬ 
tinue his crusade to provide 
people who wish to buy raw 
milk with the unpasteurized 
product. 

The Ontario government 
maintains that unprocessed 
milk poses a significant risk 
to public health, but Schmidt 
insists there’s no evidence 
anyone has ever fallen ill from 
his milk, and he and his sup¬ 
porters argue raw milk offers 
health benefits.

Also I like that you can’t 
predict what my next thing is 
going to be.”

Nick Rhodes is on the phone 
to talk about Duran Duran’s 
concert film collaboration 
with director David Lynch 
that’s slated for a one-night- 
only theatrical engagement 
next month. 

As he talks of being in¬ 
spired by Lynch’s The Ele¬ 
phant Man as a teenager, he 
can hear another one of his in¬ 
spirations nearby: Nile Rodg¬ 
ers on guitar. 

“I can actually hear him 
playing the guitar just down 
the corridor from where I am 
right now,” Rhodes says glee- 
fully. 

Next month will mark a 
period of high activity for 
Duran Duran. 

Along with work to fin¬ 
ish a new album, the British 
rock band will appear at the 
Fashion Rocks concert at the 
Barclays Center in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., on Sept. 9 before releas¬ 
ing Duran Duran: Unstaged in 
more than 300 North Amer¬ 
ican theatres on Sept. 10. 

The film is an enhanced 
version of Lynch’s original 
livestream presentation, with 
tweaks and enhancements to 
improve on the 2011 original. 

The American Express Un¬ 
staged series pairs musicians 
with directors who design a 
one-off live show that even 
a band as seasoned as Duran 
Duran was nervous about. 

“It literally was live live,” 
Rhodes said. “It was one of 
those moments where we all 
looked at each other and said, 
‘Good luck, let’s see what hap¬ 
pens.’ 

“It went out on the Inter¬ 


net just exactly as we played 
it, and, of course, there were 
some things that didn’t work 
quite as well as others, and 
footage that didn’t sync up in 
the most beautiful place that 
it could have done ... so it’s 
had a proper polish. It’s been 
refined for cinema, and it 
looks beautiful, too. The print 
is fantastic.” 

When the group ap¬ 
proached Lynch to oversee the 
initial livestream, he said he’d 
only consider it if it was “rad¬ 
ically different” than the staid 


concert-film formula. 

Lynch chose to shoot the 
piece in black and white — 
like The Elephant Man, which 
Rhodes and John Taylor saw 
together in a Birmingham, 
England, theatre as teenagers 
— and created a series of im¬ 
ages to run over the top of the 
band’s performance. 

“There was a room filled 
with smoke all the time,” 
Rhodes said. 

“There was another room 
where there were a lot of ac¬ 
tors doing strange things. 


“Then he pre-prepared 
some other footage, which 
varied between sort of hand 
puppets and airplanes and 
clocks and machinery, and 
this footage just sort of lit¬ 


erally was superimposed over 
us playing ... and I think the 
results are really pretty un¬ 
usual.” 

The band is shooting for 
less radically different re¬ 


sults in the recording studio, 
where it has been cutting 
songs with Nile Rodgers, who 
co-produced the group’s 1986 
album, Notorious. 

Mark Ronson and Hudson 
are also producing tracks. 
The album will be mixed next 
month, and Rhodes said it will 
be out in the first half of 2015. 

“I think we know where 
we want to be and it’s right in 
the centre of the dance floor,” 
Rhodes said. “That’s what 
we’re aiming for together.”

Chianti is an area in 
Tuscany between the cities 
of Sienna and Florence. 
Famous for rolling hills 
and statuesque cypress 
trees, it was one of the first 
Italian regions to export to 
Canada. That made its juice 
a household name. 

The fact its original 
bottles (called a fiasco) came 
wrapped in a straw basket 
made them the toast of the 
1970s when all the groovy 
people, and their grand¬ 
mothers, started drinking 
the stuff. 

It pumps out more red 
than white, and is home to 
the sangiovese grape. While 
the Classico sub-zone is 
where the oldest (and argu¬ 
ably best) vines grow, it’s 
one of eight areas that can 
slap Chianti on its labels.

Raonic had to win it all in a 
tiebreaker after striking three 
double-faults as he served for 
victoiy leading 5-4 in the final 
set. In the end, the 23-year-old 
won the last four points of the 
tiebreaker, capping the vic¬ 
toiy with another ace. 

“My attitude was not great 
when I was first serving for 
the match,” said Raonic. “It 
added up and made life a lot 
tougher, it put a lot of weight 
on my shoulders. I was play¬ 
ing too negatively. 

“Johnson was getting 
ahead a few times, but not by 


any great distance. I just com¬ 
plicated things in a lot of mo¬ 
ments. I certainly would have 
rather had that final ace at 5-4 
in the third.” 

Raonic plays on Friday 
against 15th seed Fabio 
Fognini, who beat Lu Yen- 
Hsun 3-6, 6-3, 6-3. He said that 
his downbeat demeanour that 
plagued his play Thursday is a 
temporary problem. 

“It’s a Milos problem, 
we’ve spoken of it many 
times,” he said. “But the 
beauty of tennis is when you 
win, you can always play 
much better the next day.”
